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TRADE KEEPS UP WELL. 


Mills as a Rule Are Full of Orders, and Jobbers Are Doing 
Fairly Well, Although Some Expect a Let 
Up About This Time. 








Conflicting reports in regard to the state of trade are 
heard this week in the New York market. One jobber, for 
instance, says that business with him is a little quiet this 
week, while it was very brisk last week. Another reverses 
this order. So it is difficult to strike a happy average and 
by means of it tell the truth about the market. The gen- 
eral consensus of opinion, however, is that trade is at least 
in normal condition for this season of the year, but that 
the change from its former feverish activity renders the 
present demand dull by comparison. The volume of new 
mill business now being placed is naturally less than it 
was earlier in the spring. This fact increases the impres- 
sion that the market is quiet. Nevertheless, practically all 
the mills are sold ahead for a number of weeks. The near 
approach of the summer months and the consequent fall- 
ing off in business have had the effect of impelling the 
paper manufacturers to seek orders. Such action is al- 
ways construed as a sign of weakness and is used by the 
bears to depress the market. News paper continues very 
firm and scarce at the old quotations of 2.30 to 2.45 cents 
for rolls and 2.35 to 2% cents for sheets. From all ac- 
counts it seems safe to say that the market on news is far 
oversold. There is very little of it to be had for immedi- 
ate shipment. Some small quantities of it, in sheets, are 
to be had in the New York market. One dealer, who is 
evidently in close touch with one of the big news compa- 
nies, this week-offered news in sheets at 2.05 cents. This, 
however, is said to be side news cut up into sheets. The 
jobbing trade in manilas is very fair this week, thanks to 
the pleasant weather. No. 2 manilas are in much better 
demand than the No. 1’s. The price on the No. 1 ranges 
from 2.55 to 234 cents. The No. 2 has been offered at 
2.10 cents by one big company, according to report in the 
trade. he other quotations on it are 2.15, 2.20 and 2.25 
cents. Butchers’ and butchers’ fibre are weaker, because 
of the depression in the meat trade due to the high prices 
Book papers are in fair demand, but are not 
considered very strong. The lowest quotations are 2.35 
cents for machine finished and 2.65 cents for super. The 
writing trade is steady, but there is a quieter tone to the 
demand. Boards are selling well. The demand for them 
is, however, not so brisk as it has been. The box makers 
are said to be not as busy as they were a month ago. The 
expected incorporation of the board combination helps to 
hold the price of boards very firm. Glazed, papers, card- 
boards and all specialties in the fancy paper line are in 
remarkably good demand.

the country districts is limited, and this condition of 
affairs usually continues until the first of May.” Anether 
dealer, commenting upon the status of business, said, 
‘Store trade has been rather limited for a couple of weeks 
past, but mail orders have kept up very well” While the 
manila trade, from jobbers’ standpoint, has not been as 
heavy of late as during last month, there is nevertheless 
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a fair consumptive movement going on. Print papers 
are more quiet of late. Manufacturers, however, do not 
seem to notice any falling off in business, they being just 
as busy as in recent past months, although new orders 
are not as numerous as formerly. The tone of the market, 
however, is just as firm as heretofore, and no change in 
quotations by manufaciurers comes to notice.

Mitchell, of A. G. Elliot & Co., while declaring that his 
firm has still a very large volume of business to attend 
to, said that in inquiries from printers and publishers and 
in mail orders he had experienced a decline. “It is 
only the expected one, however,” he explained. “The 
warm days when business falls off are coming. The busy 
season has lasted this year longer than usual, and the 
condition of the market therefore is not at all discourag- 
ing.” 

While noting the same tendency indemand the Jessup & 
Moore people believe that it is simply one of the custom- 
ary lulls that comes as the resultant of fifty causes each of 
which are possibly trifling and hard to define. “There is 
no reason for dullness in the paper trade at this time,” 
they say. “General business is good, and when general 
business is good the paper trade too is good. We look for 
a return to busy times at a very early date.” 

I. N. Megargee & Co. are filled with orders but can 
still see evidences of a quieting tendency. ‘The printers 
and publishers are all dull,” the house reports, “and their 
condition is reflected in the paper market. There is, how- 
ever, nothing to discourage in present conditions.” 

Great activity is being experienced in the roofing 
paper trade. Purchasers who held off ordering because of 
the recent advance in prices are now buying as freely 
as ever, convinced that thé manufacturers mean to stand 
by their determination to advance all along the line. 

Wrapping and common papers are in fair demand. On 
no grade of paper has demand been such that prices have 
eased off.

The market was very active last week, and nearly 
every kind and quality of paper had its full normal de- 
mand.

Book and catalogue 
papers are in fairly good demand, and that for writing 
papers is quite active. Wherever in this part of the 
country there is a paper mill of any kind or description 
able to make goods it is busy. The demand is keeping 
abreast of the supply. M.

It Will Have $4,000,000 Common Stock, $3.000,000 Pre- 
ferred Stock and $2,000,000 First Mortgage Bonds 
—How Sellers Will Be Paid for Their Properties.

Dayton, Ohio, April 21, 1902.-In Dayton it is not 
denied that every feature of the paper box makers’ com- 
bine has been completed and that only the christening of 
the company remains to make it a reality. All of the local 
companies except the Dayton Paper Novelty Company 
are included and it is said that this company may finally 
enter. Among those interested here are the Dayton Fold- 
ing Box Company. the Aull Brothers Paper Company, 
and the Kinnard Manufacturing Company. It is believed 
that each of these concerns will be represented by a direc 
tor. Theo. Schmidt will likely be chosen from the Day- 
ton Folding Box Company, F. N. Aull from the Aull 
Brothers Company, and W. M. Kinnard from the Kin 
nard Manufacturing Company. 

The capital will be $9,000,000, divided as follows: $4,000, 
000 in common stock; $2,000,000 in first mortgage bonds, 
and $3,000,000 in preferred stock. It is learned from an 
authentic source that cash will be paid for all book ac- 
counts; that first mortgage bonds will be issued fo: 
general merchandise; that preferred stock will be issued 
on real estate and machinery and that common stock wil!

American Alkali Company. 


CaMDEN, N. J., April 21, 1902.—A special meeting oi 
the stockholders of the American Alkali Company was 
held here last Thursday for the purpose of considering the 
report of the"tommittee appointed to investigate the ac- 
counts of the company after an assessment of $10 a shar¢ 
had been levied on the preferred stock. The committee’s 
statement was presented by Allen T. Dixon, and gav: 
the information that a full investigation of the company’s 
accounts had been made, resulting in the discovery of cer 
tain discrepancies. 

The annual report of the Commercial Development 
Company, of England, a concern engaged in the same 
line of business, was examined and showed receipts in 
compensation for patents purchased from the American 
Alkali Company amounting to £108,652, failing to account 
for nearly $500,000 of the money shown by the Alkal! 
Company’s books to have been paid for patents. Th 
report also stated that the British company had on hand 
in further payment 90,000 unassessable shares of the com 
mon stock of the American Alkali Company. 

Mr. Dixon said these facts had been submitted to coun 
sel, who stated the information warranted a suit against 
the promoters, calling upon them to account for th: 
secret profits that had evidently been made out of th: 
promotion of the American Alkali Company. 

President Brown, in an address to the stockholders 
stated that the company’s attorneys were of the opinion 
that it would be possible to bring suit for the $10 assess- 
ment on the preferred stock, against the true owners 0! 
the stock, despite any technical ownership. 

The shareholders ratified the action of the manage 
ment ‘in deciding to enter suit.

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THE STRIKE IN WISCONSIN. 


No Material Change—Two Machines Started Up During 
the Week—Thilmany Men to Return to Work on 
Long Week Schedule. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 
AppLeTon, Wis., April 21, 1902.—The strike situation in 


the two valleys of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers has not » 


shown any material change during the past week. The 
only mills that have been affected to any extent by the 
latest phase of the strike, dating from April 5, are those 
of the Thilmany Pulp and Paper Company, at Kaukauna; 
the Nekoosa Paper Company, at Nekoosa, and the Wau- 
sau Paper Mills Company, at Wausau. These mills have 
been doing the best they could. At Kaukauna one ma- 
chine has been kept in operation out of the five; at Wau- 
sau one machine of the two was started last week, and at 
Nekoosa another machine, making two out of the four, 
was started during the week. 

A surprising announcement is made to-day, however, 
to the effect that all the employees of the Thilmany Pulp 
and Paper Company, at Kaukauna, will return ta work 
to-morrow morning. What makes it surprising is that it 
is understood that the men will resume the long hour 
schedule the same as before and without any increase of 
pay. Both the company and the men are keeping very 
silent regarding the considerations which’ have brought 
about the decision to go back to work, and say they have 
mutually promised to give out as little information re- 
specting them as possible. Whether the company has 
made some extra and secret inducement or whether the 
men feel they have shown their disposition toward obey- 
ing union orders, but do not care to go to the length of 
seeing their places filled by others, is something that is 
not being given out at present. In any event, it is most 
gratifying that the unpleasant incident, so far as the 
Thilmany mills are concerned, appears to be closed. 

E. A. Edmonds, manager of the Falls Manufacturing 
Company, of Oconto Falls, was in Appleton last week 
and stated to your correspondent that there had been no 
trouble at Oconto, as the men in his mill had not been 
organized, 

So far as the Nekoosa and Wausau mills are concerned 
it is stated emphatically by the companies that they have 
no intention whatever of yielding to the Brotherhood de- 
mands, but will start additional machines as fast as they 
can get the men to man them. 

In talking with your correspondent regarding the whole 
matter a prominent manufacturer to-day said that in his 
view of the case it was not so much the matter of work- 
ing under the long or short hour plan that the manufac- 
turers felt to be so important as it was their indisposition 
to submit to union dictation in any respect. The cardinal 
principal of unionism, he said, was that all men were 
equal, that each was as capable ag any other, and that an 
employer had no right to discharge one without offending 
he others. As an employer he had always found some 
men to be worth more to him than others, and he had 
been in the habit of paying such men higher wages and 
hus encouraging the best individual effort. He believed 
the manufacturers were fighting more to retain such privi- 
eges as these than to retain the old hours of labor. 

During the first week of operation of the short hour 
chedule at the mill of the Combined Locks Paper Com-

iccustomed to make under the long hours, the men taking 
in especial interest in making this recard, If they are 
ible to do this permanently it will be a fine thing for all 
oncerned.

Paper Makers Dispute Over Water Rights. 


Saratoca, N. Y., April 21, 1902—The Union Bag and 
Paper Company has begun an action against the Allen 
Brothers Company, manufacturer of hanging paper, to 
estrain the latter from the use of more than 620 inches 
‘i water at a 31-foot head. Both companies have certain 
ights in the same dam, but neither knows just what. 
lhe determination of these rights will indirectly’ bring 
ip the question of ownership of the Hudson River bed, 
vhether it rests in the State or in abutting property own- 
rs, a question the Court of Appeals has never settled. 

The titles in these valleys by the Dutch, as construed 
'y the civil law of the Netherlands, did not convey to the 
parian owners the banks or beds of navigable streams, 
so that the Dutch Government was still the owner of the 
eds of the Mohawk and Hudson rivers. The treaty be- 
‘ween the Dutch and English, when the latter took pos- 
session in 1664, stipulated that the Dutch should enjoy 
their own customs concerning inheritances, and that con- 
tracts, grants, conveyances, &c., then existing should be 





administered in accordance with the Dutch law. When 
the English succeeded the Dutch the ownership of the 
river beds passed to the Crown and then to the State as 
the result of the Revolutionary War. 

While the English were yet in control many patents 
were granted, including, in 1708, the Kayaderossras pat- 
ent, covering the “third falls of the Hudson River,” which 
the courts have construed as meaning Baker’s Falls, as it 
was the law that a grant to a river and thence up or down 
the stream conveyed the title of the grantee to the centre 
of the stream. This was also the English law, and it is 
construed that the province parted with all title to the 
west side of the river bed, from Baker’s Falls to Schuyler- 
ville, by the Kayaderosseras patent. 

In 1662 the Kingsbury and Queensbury patents were 
granted, the former covering the present mill sites of both 
companies, which, it is contended, were intended to con- 
vey the east side of the river bed. Nevertheless, since the 
Revolution the State has claimed to exercise eminent do- 
main over a part of the river below Baker’s Falls, although 
the late Judge Cowen, of the Supreme Court, in an action 
brought to recover damages from the State, held that 
ownership of the west half of the river bed was passed by 
the Kayaderosseras patent. 


Ithaca Wall Paper Company Wants Damages. 

Irnaca, N. Y., April 21, 1902.—The Ithaca Wall Paper 
Company is to sue the city of Ithaca for $10,187.24, alleg- 
ing this sum to be due as a result of the damage sustained 
because of the flood of February 28. Notice of the suit 
was filed last week at the meeting of the common council 
by Bradford Almy and William Hazlitt Smith as a com- 
mittee appointed by the directors of the company to sub- 
mit the claim. 

In the official document filed the company asserts that 
in the year 1900 the city, in conjunction with the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Company, constructed an embankment 
averaging 3 feet high and 500 feet in length upon the west 
end of Seneca street across the usual, customary and nat- 
ural course oi the waters of Cayuga Inlet. As a result of 
this embankment the water on February 28 was dammed 
up, causing it to seek outlet by way of the premises of 
the paper factory. 

The water, the claimants say, entered the paper mill and 
storehouse of the company. By wetting the manufactured 
wall paper which stood on the floor of the storehouse 
ready for shipment, and by wetting the raw paper ready 
for manufacture;the water rendered both the finished and 
the raw paper fit only for junk. An itemized account of 
the damage done is also given as follows: 115,532 rolls of 
paper in combination at 7 cents, $8,087.24; 10 tons of raw 
paper, $500; damage to clay, colors and other materials, 
$500; labor in overhauling stock and cleaning works, $100; 
loss by cancellation of orders and from necessary stop- 
page of works, $1,000. 

The wall paper company does not sue to recover dam- 
ages resulting from the December flood. At that time 
160,000 rolls of paper were ruined. The directors delayed 
action on submitting its claim until more than sixty days 
had expired, so that notice could not be legally served. 

The company claims that this paper was sold as junk 
and that the storehouse was again stocked with orders. 
The paper moved to the floor after the damaged stock 
had been removed is, it claims, the material damaged by 
the flood February 28. 


Middleport Paper Mill Sold. 


Lockport, N. Y¥., April 21, 1902.—Harold Helmer, of 
this city, has purchased the mill and plant of the Hartland 
Paper Company at Middleport. The property was bought 
at a receiver's sale for $3,500 subject to a mortgage of 
$31,500 held by the Buffalo Loan, Trust and Safe Deposit 
Company. ; 

The Paper*Company failed for about $100,000 in Novem- 
ber last, and George E. Greene was appointed receiver. 

Mr. Helmer is twenty-four years of age, but for the past 
two years he has been the assistant manager of the Ni- 
agara Paper Mill in this city. He will start the mill at Mid- 
dleport as soon as the repairs are completed. The mill 
has a capacity of 10 tons of paper a day. 





Rag Firm Burned Out. 


BALTIMORE, Md., April 21, 1902—Flames swept through 
the large three story rag and paper house of W. T. Bond 
& Co., 1133 and 1135 Pennsylvania avenue, Thursday 
night, gutting the structure and destroying the stock. The 
building, which is valued at about $2,500, was damaged to 
the extent of about $2,000, only the four walls and a por- 
tion of the first and second floors remaining when the 
flames had been"extinguished. Damage of about $3,000 was 
done to the stock, which represented its total value. A 
horse belonging to W. T. Bond, which was on the second 
floor of the building, was burned to death. The animal 
was valued at about $150. About $1,500 insurance was 
placed on the burned building, but the stock was not in- 
sured.

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WOOD AND WATER SUPPLY. 


The Drives of Black River Manufacturers Doing Better 
Than Expected—The Water Supply Being 
Watched Very Closely. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., April 22, 1902—The anxiety felt 
by paper mill men in the Black River district on ac- 
count of the April drouth is to a considerable extent 
relieved. Most of the big pulp wood drives were started a 
few days ago, and reports from them are to the effect that 
they are doing better than expected, and that there is a 
fair prospect of their getting through. George C. Sher- 
man, of the Taggarts and St. Regis paper companies, 
concerns that have mills on other streams in Northern 
New York besides the Black River and its tributaries, 
states that their drives are well on the way and that the 
situation is far better than they thought it would be a 
couple of weeks ago. “There will be no shortage of wood 
at our mills,” said Mr. Sherman. “We will get all we 
need. The shortening of the supply from our own timber 
lands would make it cost us more. That's all.” The 
probability of the pulp wood drives getting through has not 
relieved manufacturers of all their troubles, however, for 
they are close observers of the seasons. Three years ago 
the snows disappeared early and a dry season fol- 
lowed in March and April. This was _ followed 
by the greatest drouth ever known in the Black 
River Valley during the months of August and September. 
The similarity of that season to the present one leads to 
the fear that low water may bother them much more than 
anything else, and the Adirondack reservoirs are being 
carefully looked after. During the past year, under the 
supervision of the Black River- Power Commission, ex- 
tensive repairs have been made on these reservoirs. 
They are now full and will hold a great quantity of water 
in reserve for the dry season. Three years ago they were 
exhausted before the drouth ended. The State engineers 
are now on the ground making plans for a new reservoir, 
which will be erected on Beaver River, at a cost of $85,000 


to the State and $10,000 to the mill owners in the Black 
River Valley. The new structure takes the place of the 
old dam erected many years ago, and doubles its storage 
capacity.

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HIGH BEEF PRICES AND PAPER. 


The Volume of Business in Paper and Bags Reduced 
Because the Public Declines to Pay Present 
Prices on Meats. 





The trade in butchers’ manilas and butchers’ fibres in 
the New York market has been cut down considerably 
within the past ten days owing to the poor business being 
done by the butchers because of the high price of meats. 
In addition to the curtailment in the size of their orders 
many of the butchers have been unable to pay their bills 
in full. Oihers, who have been forced to shut up shop 
altogether, plead that they cannot collect enough from 
their old customers to meet their bills. The sum total of 
the situation, therefore, is that the volume of business in 
the grades of paper mentioned has been greatly dimin- 
ished and collections rendered very difficult to make. This 
state of affairs is expected to continue, and will no doubt 
grow worse meantime, until the price of meat drops to 
somewhere near its old level. 

A few hundred of the smaller butchers in Greater New 
York have already been obliged to close their doors be- 
cause their customers refuse to buy meat at the advanced 
prices. The trade of the more important butchers has 
also suffered, so much so in fact that as a general rule 
they are not paying expenses. They say that they have 
“boosted” the prices on their customers just as high as 
their trade will stand, and that, rather than lose their old 
customers, they are, for the time being, doing business at 
a loss, in the hope that the era of high prices will not last 
for long. It can be seen, therefore, that under such cir- 
cumstances the consumption of the paper and bags used 
by butchers must be considerably reduced. That such is 
the fact the jobbing houses that carry butchers’ manila, 
butchers’ fibres and poultry bags can testify. 

In estimating the loss to the paper trade on account of 
the prohibitive prices on meat it should be borne in mind 
that practically the whole country is affected. The East- 
ern section, however, seems to be suffering the most, 
judging from the outcry in the daily newspapers against 
the so-called Beef Trust. The total curtailment in the 
consumption of butchers’ papers and bags must be very 
In some sections of the country the people 
of many towns have pledged themselves to abstain from 


large indeed. 
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eating meat till the prices come down. This action indi- 
cates how thoroughly aroused the people are over the 
situation in the meat market. Meantime, the poor butch- 
ers are not making a cent and are consequently buying 
very little paper. The prices on butchers’ manila, butchers’ 
fibres and poultry bags have not changed as yet, largely 
for the reason that their sale would not be increased if 
their prices were cut in half. Some reduction is, however, 
expected as a result of the dullness in that line, although 
the dealers know that a drop will not quicken sales,

Diamond Paper Company Will Appeal. 


Newark, N. J., April 21, 1902—The Diamond Mill 
Paper Company has decided to appeal from the decision of 
Vice-Chancellor Stevens granting an order restraining the 
company emptying refuse from its Millburn plant into the 
Rahway River. The case was brought by the State Board 
of Health on behalf of the city of Rahway, which obtains 
its potable supply from the river. 

The act under which the proceedings were begun recites 
that it shall be unlawful to pollute or injure the ponds, 
lakes and watercourses of the State at any point above 
which is taken or may be taken any public supply of 
water. The ground on which the appeal will be taken 
is that the mill does not pollute the stream. It is ad- 
mitted by the court that at the point where the supply is 
taken there is “no visible or appreciable deterioration of 
the water, in so far as observation or chemical analysis 
can detect it.” The distance between the point of discharge 
and the point from which the city of Rahway takes its 
supply is 6 or 8 miles. If the Court of Errors and Ap

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OHIO AND WATER POLLUTION. 


Senator Royen’s Bill Prohibiting the Deposit of Refuse 
in Any River, Lake or Stream—lIts Effect 
If Passed, 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 21, 1902.—It was hoped in this 
section that absolute lack of publicity of Senator Royen’s 
bill prohibiting the deposit of any refuse water from 
straw board works into rivers, lakes or streams, would re- 
sult in the premature death of the measure, but it seems 
that the Tiffin (Ohio) man had pledges which resulted in 
the passage of the bill in the Senate by an overwhelming 
vote. Mr. Royen and others had been warring with the 
Tiffin manufacturers for an indefinite time, and it is 
claimed that he took the matter up on personal prejudices. 
For this reason it was hoped that to keep quiet in the 
matter would result in Rovyen’s defeat, but his strength 
was underestimated. 

It is said that the adoption of the bill will compel many 
straw board works in the State to close, but the astute 
manufacturers hope to combat successfully against the 
measure. Protests have been sent in multifarious num- 
bers to the legislative halls, and as the American Straw 
Board Company has from $5,000,000 to $6,000,000 invested 
in Ohio mills, and as the independent interests are heavy, 
it seems certain that the situation will be modified. 

It is the general impression that the acids poison the 
water, whereas manufacturers claim that the large quan- 
tities of lime act as a deodorizer and destroy and neutral- 
ize the sewage emptying into running streams. M. V. 


International Paper Company Wins Damage Case. 


Bancor, Me., April 21, 1902.—The rescript by Justice 
Whitehouse in the case of Philip Pellerin vs. the Inter- 
national Paper Company, handed down last week, is as 
follows: 

“The action set forth in the plaintiff's writ rests upon 
the allegation that ‘the staging was insecure and unsafe. 
the iron rods were unable to sustain the weight and broke 
and precipitated the plaintiff a distance of 15 feet to 


the floor of the room.’ But there is no affirmative proof 


of culpable negligence on the part of the defendant com- 
pany, and no presumption of such negligence arises from 
the mere fact that an accident happened. If there is any 
presumption in such a case it is that the defendant has 
complied with the obligations resting upon it equally with 
other men. The fact that two of the dependent hooks 
broke may be of some evidence tending to show that they 
were not suitable for the use to which they were applied, 
but it is not alone sufficient to establish negligence on the 
part of the defendant company. 

“The defendant kept in its storehouse sufficient ma- 
terials for the construction of the staging required by the 
workmen in painting the ceilings, and there is no direct 
evidence that these materials were not suitable for that 
purpose. There is no evidence that the defendant under- 
took to furnish the staging in question for the workmen 
as a completed structure. The company did not assume 
the responsibility of adapting specific hooks or planks to 
the construction of a particular staging. The plaintiff's 
fellow workmen obtained the hooks and the planks from 
the company’s storehouse, and erected the staging them- 
selves. There is no suggestion that they were not com- 
petent workmen. Under such circumstances, if the plain- 
tiff’s fellow workmen failed to exercise due care in the ad- 
justment of the planks to the hooks, and the accident 
resulted from that cause, the defendant company is not 
responsible. 

“It is accordingly the opinion of the court that upon 
well settled principles of law the verdict was manifestly 
not warranfed by the evidence. 

“Motion sustained. Verdict set aside. New trial 


granted.” 


A Wisconsin Dam Goes Out. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

App.eton, Wis., April 21, 1902—The amount of water 
being used for power on the Fox River remains at 25 per 
cent. of the normal flow. A dam on one of the tributaries 
of the Wolf River, which supplies Lake Winnebago, went 
out about a week ago, and it was thought some effect 
might be noticed here, but so far the height of water has 
remained unchanged. The mills on the Wisconsin River 
are working to better advartitage than those on the Fox, so 
far as water power is concerned. Fox River. 


Trying to Enforce Judgment Against Albert Daggett. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Wasuincton, D. C., April 21, 1902.—Proceedings in 
equity have been begun in the District Supreme Court, by 
attorneys, on behalf of Norman Galt, of the firm of Galt 
& Brothers, jewelers, against Albert Daggett, for an in- 
junction and the appointment of a receiver for certain 
money alleged to be due the defendant by the Govern- 
ment. 

The bill alleges that the complainant recovered judg 
ment against the defendant, Daggett, some time since, in 
the sum of $700, which it is said, has never been satisfied, 
and that by reason of a contract held by the defendant 
with the Post Office Department for furnishing posta! 
cards, there is due now from the Government to Daggett 
a considerable sum of money. It is prayed that the 
money be paid to a receiver to be appointed by the 
court, who shall be authorized to apply so much of the 
fund as may be necessary to the payment of the claim, 
which, with interest and costs, is said to amount to nearly 
$1,000. 

Justice Bradley, sitting in Equity Court No. 2, issued 
a temporary restraining order enjoining the defendant 
from obtaining the money from the Government until a 
hearing could be had. naw. S. 


The Champion Paper Company. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Watertown, N. Y., April 22, 1902.—Plans for the new 
mill to be erected at Carthage by the Champion Pape: 
Company have been completed by Eaton & Brownell, 
architects, of that place. These plans call for a machin 
room, 67x210 feet; a grinder room, 62x20 feet; beater and 
wet room, 62x200 feet; finishing room, 50x100 feet; boiler 
house, 41x50 feet, and a pump and beater room, 20x50 feet 
The buildings will be of concrete and steel. Power will 
be furnished by four pairs of 30-inch McCormick turbines 
and two single wheels of 30 and 36 inches of the same 
make, developing something over 2,000 horse power 
Work was begun some time ago on excavations for the 
new plant, whitch involves a cutting 1,150 feet long and 45 
feet wide, with an average depth of 15 feet, for head and 
tail races.

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PAPER MAKING IN JAPAN. 


Fred H. Fuller Gives Some of His Experiences—Japanese 
Have Made Rapid Progress of Late— How 
Machinery Was Transported. 


PorTLAND, Ore., April 12, 1902.—Fred H. Fuller, who 
in 1896 was connected with the Willamette Paper and Pulp 
Mills at Oregon City. and left to go to the Orient, has 
returned. Yesterday he left for California with his wife 
and young son. After a short trip down below he will go 
to Niagara, Wis., where he will take charge of milling 
interests for Kimberly & Clark. 

Mr. Fuller is an expert mill man, and it was on this ac- 
count that he became connected with the Mitsui Com- 
pany, of New York city, which sent him to Tokio over 
two years ago to superintend the putting up of the ma- 
chinery of two large paper mills, one 3 miles from Tokio 
and one inland. It being his first trip to the Orient, Mr 
Fuller was naturally keenly observant of the Japanese. 
In an interview in the Portland Telegram he pays a high 
tribute to their industry and ingeniousness. They are 
hard workers and the greatest imitators in the world, he 
said. Tokio now uses a telephone system which is equal 
in all essential respects to the American system, but the 
instruments are of Japanese manufacture. When the Japs 
need anything they have not got they go to work and get 
an American model and manufacture for themselves. 

In the manufacture of paper Mr. Fuller said that the 
Japs had rapidly advanced in the last few years. Up to 
about two years ago their manufacturing of paper was all 
done by hand. Some fine brands are now turned out, the 
paper being made out of mulberry bark from the mulberry 
shrubs especially grown, also rice straw and rags. 

Mr. Fuller's experiences were interesting. One of the 
mills which were put up for the Oji Paper Company was 
on the river at Nakabe, about 200 miles from Tokio. To 
reach the mill one traveled 25 miles by rail, and then al- 
most another 25 miles in a jinriksha. By the stream it 
was a journey requiring six hours to reach the shipping 
point in town—going down with the current. But it re- 
quired seven days to get back. 

“I was sent over to help the bustling Jap experts out of 
a dilemma,” said Mr. Fuller, in leading up to the subject 
of the advancement of the Japanese Empire. “It seems 
they had purchased a quantity of American milling ma-

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chinery, but they had gotten stuck while trying to put it 
up so it would work satisfactorily. It was to show them 
how to make the machinery work that the New York 
headquarters sent me out under a two years’ contract to 
supervise the work. I shall mever expect to see a class 
of people who are quicker to grasp details and under- 
stand the working of machinery than the Japs. 

“The boats which were used to get the milling ma- 
chinery up the river 35 to 40 miles from the railway 
Station were 35 feet long, 6 feet wide and 4 feet deep. 
They were made with pliable bottoms, so that upon strik- 
ing a rock or in gliding over the swift ripples and shal- 
lows, which are numerous the rocks would not crush the 
boat. The boats were towed up 4 Ja canal mule, by main 
strength and awkwardness. The manipulators of the 
boats are experts. They are required to pass an examin- 
ation 

“You can imagine how swift the current of the stream 
is when I tell you that the journey down with 5,000 pounds 
of paper in the boat was made in six or seven hours 
Although I went down on a load of paper often we never 
had an accident nor lost a cargo. The Japs handled the 
big boat in those currents in a way to excite any one’s 
admiration. The name of the river was Tenryu-Gawa. 

“The Japs are good paper makers. They can manufac 
ture the product cheaply, of course. Labor is very cheap, 
and when a number of the coolies are hired on a build- 


. ing enterprise they attack the job in hordes. When there 


are a lot of Japs at work one.is reminded of a nest of 
ants skurrying around carrying their eggs to a new home. 
A man who gets 25 cents a day is considered an expert; 
the average pay for labor is 12%4 to 15 cents. 

“The empire is developing very rapidly. The laws are 
becoming more liberal, so that recently it has become 
possible, I understand, for a foreigner to buy real estate. 
Capital takes a certain risk in investments in that country. 
Heretofore it has not been possible for foreigners to buy 
and hold real estate in that country, although you could 
lease realty for as long as you desired. 

“Japan is looking forward to great developments in 
trade relations with the United States. Hitherto England 
has dominated everything and the new alliance with the 
Britishers will relieve that nation of any fear of Russia.” 

Mr. Fuller said that the propagation of the mulberry 
tree, the bark of which is used extensively in manufac- 
ture of as fine paper as is produced, is carried on very 
successfully. Two crops a year may be had from it.

FoREIGN NOTEs. 


The Drewsen Paper Mills in Lachendorf, Germany, are 
putting up an electric installation. 

The Weddersleben Paper Mills, which are said to have 
been in existence since 1549, lately passed into the hands 
of Ludwig Keferstein, of Weddersleben, Germany. 

The death is announced of Karl Scheufelen, privy coun- 
cillor of commerce, at the age of seventy-nine years. As 
a paper maker he was early in the field in Germany in 
the production of art papers. 

A fire recently occurred at the fancy and surface paper 
works belonging to Philipp Schnell, Cassel, Germany 
Only a portion of the works was destroyed, and conse- 
quently business was not greatly interfered with. 

Spittoons from cardboard have lately been introduced 
by a German manufacturer. The article is recommended 
on sanitary grounds as well as economy. The cardboard 
is impregnated with chemicals, thus resisting moisture for 
some time. After use it is destroyed by fire. 

The mill at Fos-sur-Mer, near Marseilles, France, which 
was for some time run as an esparto pulp factory under 
the management of W. D. Grozier (late of Scotland), has 
been acquired by Voisin & Pascal. This firm will manu- 
facture boards, to which end the plant is being remodeled 
One cause of the failure of the esparto pulp scheme was 
the brackish character of the water. 

In agitating for increased import duties on paper in the 
new tariff the members of the Association of German Pa- 
per Makers state that other countries, enjoying more nat- 
ural resources, are securing the foreign trade formerly 
held by them. It is contended that only by high import 
duties will they be able to hold the home market. There 
are some 500 paper mills in Germany, of which 250 are 
members of the association, and others are invited to 
join to protect the interests of the trade. 

Dr. Paul Klemm, of the Leipsic Paper Testing Office, 
recently gave a lecture before the Central German Paper 
Industrial Assotiation on the “Discoloration of. Paper.” 
From experience he was convinced that the raw materia! 
had nothing to do with discoloration, as pure rag papers 
were found to be discolored quite as much as those from 
wood or other fibres. The cause was to be attributed to 
sizing, and discoloring was particularly observable whe: 
iron was mixed with acids contained in the size.

AMERICAN SULPHITE PULP CQ., Tremont Building, Boston; Mass. 
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Water Pollution. 

Each year the importance of the question of water pollu- 
tion is being more forcibly brought to the attention of 
paper manufacturers in this country. Between suits to re- 
cover damages and legislative acts in the various States 
this topic is one that not only needs but demands the 
serious attention of the trade. 

In New Jersey a paper manufacturer has been enjoined 
from passing the discharge from his mill into the stream, 
and this, too, in spite of the fact that it is admitted on 
the court record that the discharge does not affect the 
water injuriously, so far as observation or chemical 
analysis can determine. That any injury is done is not 
claimed by the State Board of Health, which brings the 
action that the water is impure. In fact it is distinctly 
disclaimed that it is, and the whole case rests on the phras- 
ing of the law, which declares it to be unlawful to 
discharge into a stream anything that may tend to pollute 
it. The paper manufacturer has appealed, but if he loses 
on appeal he must return the water discharged from his 
mill to the condition that it was in before it entered his 
mill, or move his mill to some State the laws of which 
do not draw such fine distinctions, and which do not treat 
possibilities as if they were probabilities. 

In Indiana many of the mills have been and are now 
the defendants in many suits having for their object the 
collection of money because of alleged damages wrought 
by river pollution. These are bad enough, but the most 
recent attack on the manufacturers is from the Ohio 
Legislature. This is in the shape of a measure, now in 
the Senate of that State, prohibiting the deposit of any 
refuse water from straw board works into rivers, lakes or 
streams. This bill, if it passed and became a law, would 
probably be fatal to the straw board industry in that 
State. It is a measure of so’much importance that it will 
arouse the antagonism of all whose interests are jeop- 
ardized, and the result will be a stiff legislative fight and 
the defeat of the bill. 

Of course, it is of the utmost importance that the water- 
ways from which municipalities take their supply of drink- 
ing water should be kept pure and uncontaminated. No 
one denies that, and no one objects to fair, reasonable 
regulations, but laws that apply only to paper makers and 
not to the rest of the community are neither fair nor rea- 
sonable. Why should a municipality be allowed to send 
into a river its entire immense discharge of filth without 
any regard to who it affects, while at the same time the 
paper manufacturer is held to the strictest accountability 
in the very same matter? Manufacturers should see to it 
that at least they get fair play in the contest. 


Paper Trade Combinations. 

Some combinations in the paper trade that have been in 
process for some time are being closed up, and in the 
course of a month several of them will probably be actual 
factors in trade circles. 

The United Box Board and Paper Company, it is un- 
derstood, is now assured of existence, and while there is 
yet plenty of work to be done, it is said that it is mostly 
in the way of getting matters in shape so that the com- 
pany can get to work as a corporation. 

The box makers’ organization has not yet been christ- 
ened, but it is reported that it is about réady to be. The 
project has hinged greatly, if not altogether, on the deter- 
mination of one concern, but it is now reported that all 
obstacles have been removed, and that very shortly the 
consolidated box makers will be open for business. 

The felt saturators have also gotten together, and the 
movement is reflected in the higher prices that are now 
quoted. Just how this will affect the makers of the dry 
felts is not set forth in the statements of those in a Pposi- 
tion to know. Strange to say those who should and prob- 
ably do know all about the combination’s affairs are so 
embarrassed by modesty that even energetic coaxing has 
not induced them to give the full facts in the matter. 

There is also a revival of the work among the book 
mills, and it is said that the persuasive promotor is 
again putting forth arguments all tending to show the 
advantages of the makers of wood book papers “getting 
together.” If he is successful he will indeed have estab- 
lished a record that will enable him to pose as one who can 


. 


harmonize interests in any line, no matter how conflicting 
they may be. 

The report of Dean & Shibley on the projected or pro- 
posed or talked of sulphite combination is set down as a 
fixture for the next meeting of the sulphite manufacturers, 


to be held in Boston next month. Considering the fact 


that several of the sulphite men are putting in paper 
making plants, it would look as though any simon pure 
sulphite combination would consist of comparatively few 
people. However, the report may bring out some points 
of interest and information in the matter. 

All in all, the consolidation fever in the trade is not 


growing less. It seems to be having a revival, and the 


chances are that before long it will break out in other 


branches of the paper manufacturing industry. 

The export movement of paper took quite a spurt this 
week, as is indicated by the value of the shipments from 
the port of New York, which aggregated $118,706. This 
is very refreshing after the few weeks of dull export busi- 
ness that the trade has experienced. Australia’s share of 
the buying reached $62,366, a fair week’s business in 
itself. The other large purchasers in alphabetical order 
are as follows: Argentine Republic, $1,491; Brazil, $4,684; 
British Africa, $3,196; British West Indies, $1,353; Cardiff, 
$1,849; Cuba, $4,151; Chili, $2,258; Hamburg, $1,297; 
Japan, $5,733; London, $8,589; Liverpool, $2,748; Mexico, 
$2,547; Newcastle, $1,197; New Zealand, $3,360; Philippine 
Islands, $3,732; Venezuela, $2,153. 


The direct effect of the high prices of beef and poultry 
upon the paper trade are pointed out in a news article 
on page 520. Since the values of meats have gone to a 
much higher level, people have been curtailing their con- 
sumption of them, and as a consequence there has been 
a decided falling off in the demand for butchers’ manila 
and butchers’ fibre papers as well as for paper bags. It is 
not often that the trade feels the results of movements in 
other lines as quickly as it has in this instance, and the 
facts noted are therefore all the more interesting. 

Owing to the peculiar weather conditions that have 
prevailed, Canadian lumbermen have not been able to get 
logs down as they usually do, and as a result many logs 
have been left in the woods. It is figured by the Ontario 
Department of Crown Lands that from 1o to I§ per cent 
of the cut has been thus stranded. This will probably 
be felt by the lumbermen, but will not be embarrassing 
to United States pulp makers. 

Manufacturers of coated papers will, no doubt, be in 
terested in an invention described and illustrated in our 
“Patents of the Week,” on page 534. The patent covers 
a plant for coating paper, particular stress being laid on 
the stretching of the paper, so that the coating may be 
uniformly applied to a paper the surface of which has been 
made even. The invention is of German origin. 


An exchange records the fact that the “fiscal agent” of 
a New York paper manufacturing company while on an 
up State trip played the violin to an appreciative audi- 
ence. Nothing remarkable about a “fiscal agent” produc 
ing notes. It might be somewhat out of the ordinary if 
he hypnotized people by violin playing in order that he 
might sell them some bonds. 





Some time ago, when there was a succession of paper 
mill fires, sulphite makers said that there seemed to be a 
special providence that saw to it that the “lurid flames” 
did not touch sulphite plants However that may be, the 
record has been’ broken by the destruction of the Cum- 
berland mill. 





A United States paper maker, who has been engaged in 
his own line of work for some time in Japan, has returned 
to this country, and what he says of the Japanese as paper 
makers is interesting. We reprint on page 526 an inter- 
view with him that appeared originally in the Portland 
(Ore.) Telegram. 


By a ruling of the Treasury Department indorsers of 
Government checks and warrants will no longer need a 
certificate showing their authority to so indorse.

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BLEACHING POWDER. 


A Bit of History—The Detection of Bleach in Paper— 
How the Testing for It Should Be 
Carried On.

(Assistant Lecturer, Chemistry and Physics, St. Mary’s Hospital; 
Lecturer for the London University Extension Society.) 
Chlorine is not by any means a new bleaching agent 
lt was used in the eighteenth century, but in those days 
the gas had to be manufactured where required, and this 

vas a process of some difficulty. 

Berthollet, in 1785, first suggested the use of chlorine 
dissolved by alkali for chlorinating purposes, and four 
years later he made eau de javel by passing chlorine gas 
into potash. This was too expensive for ordinary use, 
and it was only the adoption of soda instead of potash 
In 1798 Tennant pre- 
pared a solution by passing chlorine into milk of lime 


which made it sufficiently cheap. 


or into soda for the purposes of bleaching, but this 
preparation was not very satisfactory owing to the ex 
pense of transport for liquid in bulk. The equation for

In our later consideration of bleaching methods we 
shall deal with the value of this solution, known as chlo- 
rinated soda, taking into account the possibility of pro- 
ducing chlorine gas at the paper mill, and recovering 
the soda from waste liquors. Chlorinated soda, it is quite 
probable, will come into more general use once again 
In the following year, 1799, Tennant improved upon his 
first invention by making a solid compound instead of a 
solution. He passed chlorine over solid slaked lime, and 
thus overcame the difficulties of transport which hindered 
his first invention. The result was that the industry grew 
to its present enormous proportions. Before Tennant 


opened the St. Rollox Works, where his invention was 
employed for commercial purposes, the price of bleach- 
ing powder was £140 per ton. 

Before passing on to the testing of bleaching powder 
i.self, it wi.l be desirable to explain the method which 
should be adopted for detecting a trace of bleaching 
powder in paper. It will be remembered that I explained 
the undesirability of leaving a trace of bleaching powder 
in the finished paper, because the chlorine and other 
products evolved would have a deleterious effect on the 
paper, and on other substances with which it might come 
in contact. It is therefore an important matter to under- 
si:and how paper can be tested with this object in view. 

The materials required for the test are potassium iodide 
and starch. Potassium iodide is represented by the for- 
mula K I, K, the initial of kalium, another name for 
potassium, standing for one atom of that element. Iodine 
belongs to the same family of elements as chlorine, but it 
possesses less chemical activity, one result of this being 
that chlorine can turn iodine out of compounds, taking its 
place. 

If when such an action occurs there be plenty of iodine, 
it will be seen as a brown color in the solution, but if there 
be only a small quantity it is necessary to introduce some- 
thing which will make apparent the presence of a very 
minute portion of icdine. Starch paste has been found 
suitable for this purpose. A very small quantity of iodine 
added to cold starch paste gives it a deep blue color. In 
employing the liberation of iodine from potassium iodide 
for showing the presence of a chlorinating agent, the ad- 
dition of starch paste to the solution greatly increases the 
delicacy of the test. Further confirmation of the libera- 
tion lies in the fact that the blue color it produces in the 
starch is discharged by heat and again produced on cool- 
ing. 

Before paper can be tested for traces of bleaching pow 
der, what is called a test paper must be prepared. To do 
this a little pure potassium iodide must be obtained and 
dissolved in water. Next some starch must be boiled 
with 100 times its weight of water till it becomes a paste 


The potassium iodide solution is added, and if the latter 
be quite pure the resulting mixture will be colorless. A 
piece of Swedish filter paper, which is practically pure 
cellulose, is the third requirement. Some of the starch 
and potassium iodide paste is spread upon it and allowed 
to dry, when the paper is cut into strips and bottled. 

This prepared paper will serve as a test for substances 
capable of liberating iodine from potassium iodide. 

It should be carefully remembered that bleaching pow 
der is not the only substance we are acquainted with 
which will liberate iodine from potassium iodide. For in 
stance, chlorine will do so, and bromine also, another 
chemical relative of chlorine, which, though less active 
than chlorine, is stronger than iodine. Ozone, a very 
active form of oxygen, containing three atoms to the 
molecule, is also capable of liberating iodine, and conse 
quently of turning the iodized starch paper blue. Hydro 
gen peroxide and nitrogen tetroxide have the same action 
on iodized starch paper. The following are the reactions 
of these substances expressed in the form of equations:

Plant for Treating Paper—Device for Adjusting Belts— 
Caustic Alkali—Plastic Patterns on Wall Paper— 
Paper Box—Mica Board—Paper Tubes. 








Julius Wezel, of Leipsic, Germany, has been granted 
United States patent No. 697,761 on a plant for treating 
paper. 

“As is well known,” says the inventor, “the paper used 
for art printing and known in commerce ,as ‘chromo pa- 
per’—i. e., a fine white paper provided with a very thin 
coating of size and a slight coating of blanc fixe—is pre- 
vious to being printed upon provided with a coating or an 
even layer of color or tint. Hitherto this coating has 
been applied to the paper immediately it was unwound 
from the roll, and after having been dried the paper was 
again wound on the roll. This process has disadvantages, 
in that the paper is not always even and does not lie 
evenly on the coating drum, so that the layer is often 
unevenly applied and the paper becomes patchy and un- 
equal. In order to avoid these disadvantages, according 
to the present invention the paper is first moistened as it 
comes from the roll, then stretched by suitable stretching 
rolls, then the coating is applied to the perfectly evenly 
stretched paper, after which the said paper is passed over 
a series of drying rolls and then again moistened and 
stretched, calendered and dried, and stretched previous to 
being again wound on the roll. 

Fig. 1 is an end elevation showing the moistening de- 
vice, as also the stretching rolls, arranged before the coat- 
ing drum. Fig. 2 is an elevation of the moistening device 
arranged after the coating drum and before the rolling 
apparatus. Fig. 3 is a detail section on line R R of Fig. 
2; Fig. 4, a detail plan view of the spray water cock and 
its operating mechanism; Fig. 5, a diagram of the whole 
plant illustrated in Figs. 1 to 4; Fig. 6, an*elevation of a 
calendering machine. 

In Figs. 1 to 4 a plant is illustrated in which the paper 
being coated is moistened and stretched before the coat- 
ing drum and again before it is rolled up onto the roll, 
the calendering operation being performed separately in 
this plant; but in the plant illustrated in Figs. 5 and 6 the 
calendering operation is included and the.calendering en- 
gine is inserted before the rolling apparatus, and a spe- 
cial drying device is placed after the said calendering 
engine. 

Referring first to Figs. 1 to 4, the paper roll p is ad 
justably mounted in the standards * in the known man- 
ner, and the paper is passed under a series of rolls m m 
to the coating drum y of the known construction. As 
the paper leaves the roll p it is sprayed upon by an ato- 
mizer at a, supplied with compressed air through pipe 
and with water in the known manner. The rolls m are 
not driven, so that the paper after having been moistened 
will have to turn them by the pull on the said paper ex- 
ercised by the coating drum y, and this will tend to 
stretch the paper perfectly even and cause it to lie per- 
fectly flat on the said drum y. When the drum stops 
running it will be necessary to turn off the compressed 
air feed to the atomizer a, and this is done by coupling 
the feed cock of the pressed air pipe m (indicated by i) by 
means of a lever connection ¢ with the stop lever s of the 
drum mechanism, as will be readily understood. From 
the drum y the paper f is passed along a series of drying 
rolls, by which it is thoroughly dried in the known man- 
ner, Fig. 5. It is then taken over a guide roll d, mounted 
above the winding apparatus o, back over a roll 4, mount 
ed on a frame g, the position of which as regards the 
winding apparatus may be adjusted by means of wheels 
q and a spring bolt q’, engaging a rack g°. The frame g 
contains a number of stretching rolls r, over which the 
paper is stretched. This is accomplished by adjusting the 
position of the frame as previously described and also by 
utilizing a greater or less number of rolls r, according to 
Before the paper 
is stretched on the frame g it is again moistened by means 
mounted on the’ frame g, and having 
pressed air pipe connection n’ with cock 7,

Before passing to the rolls r 
the paper may be first taken over a second roll k from h, 
said roll k being mounted below the roll d. The arrange 
ment of the rolls is immaterial and would have to be va 
ried in many cases according to the locality and available 
space. In order to guide the paper properly and to roll it

w are adjustable by means of set screws, so that the paper 


will be guided between the two gauges w. Several of 


these guides may be provided, and a second one is shown 
at w’ in Fig. 2. 

Instead of taking the paper direct to the winding ap- 
paratus the calendering operation may be included in the 
plant. In Fig. 6 the calendering machine (indicated at /) 
is inserted before the winding machine, and the paper is 
then dried and stretched by a peculiar arrangement of 
loose and driven rolls, which will now be described. The 
top and bottom sets of rolls c c are loosely mounted, and 
the paper passes alternately over the members of a set 
of these rolls. It is then taken between two draw rolls 
e e’ and passed over the next set of loose rolls and then 
alternately passed up and down between the members of 
the next set but one, again between the draw rolls ¢ e’, 
and again leaving out a set of loose rolls onto the next 
set. Here the paper returns. being passed between the 
upper right hand pair of draw rolls and then around all

the loose rolls of the set which were omitted. previously, 
and so on through the upper draw rolls, whence it is taken 
onto the winding apparatus. The object of the draw rolls 
ec’ is to relieve the paper of the strain of the pull which 
would be necessary to pull it through all the loose rolls, 
so that the pull will only need to be strong enough to 
draw the paper through one set of loose rolls, and by 
employing or omitting a draw roll pair or utilizing a 
greater or less number of the loose rolls the tension on 
the paper may be readily and exactly adjusted to the par- 
ticular class of paper being treated. In this modification 
the moistening takes place before the paper passes to the 
calendering engine.

Apart from the alkalinity in the solution when ozone or 
hydrogen peroxide have been used, the blue color alone 
merely indicates one of the reagents we have mentioned. 
Nevertheless, in testing paper the overwhelming proba- 
bility will be that iodine has been liberated by the bleach- 
ing powder, Ili, however, we got the blue color in the 
test paper simply by exposing it to the atmosphere, far 
removed from factories or human habitations, we should 
be inclined to suspect ozone; whereas the same blue color 
obtained by exposure to the atmosphere of a manufactur- 
ing town such as St. Helens would probably be produced 
by the action of chlorine introduced into the air from 
neighboring chemical works. The legitimate use of 


iodized starch paper is only one imstance of the fact that 


few chemical] tests are of value except under very definite 
conditions. tai 

And now to proceed to the actual details of testing 
paper suspected of containing traces of bleaching powder. 
A portion of the paper is boiled with water, when, ii 
bleaching powder be present, some of it will go into solu- 
tion. The solution is filtered off, and when cool is tested 
with a piece of the starch and potassium iodide paper 
prepared as above. If there be any bleaching powder in 
it the test paper will turn blue, the reason being, of 
course, that the combined iodine in the test paper has 
been displaced by action of the bleaching powder. 

To show the equation for this reaction, using the for- 
mula of bleaching powder, would be rather complicated. 
It will suffice for our purposes to consider the action of 
chlorine alone on the potassium iodide.

The information I have just given for detecting the 

presence of a small trace of bleach in paper is useful fo 
qualitative testing. 


Burns Buzzes for the Bees. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, April 21, 1902.—An unusual address was 
delivered the other evening by R. W. Burns, an officer of 
the Geo. H. Friend Paper and Tablet Company, of West 
Carrollton, Ohio, before the Order of Bees, an organiza- 
tion of manulacturers and well satisfied employees. Mr. 
Burns is a seli-made man in every sense the term im- 
plies, and for the first time in his life reviewed the history 
of his career. Few were aware of the fact that Mr. Burns 
had little or no education previous to young manhood or 
that he was in the depths of poverty for years. The reve- 
lation of his early life was made with earnestness and in 
the hope oi stimulating the young men in his large audi- 


ence. He declared that “the only handicap of the young 


man of to-day in this country is to be the son of a rich 
man.” He reviewed the lives of successful paper manu- 
facturers and others, and told how they had risen by the 
application of natural and acquired ability, aided by de- 
termination and frequently by eighteen hours’ work each 
day. He touched upon the feasibility of organizing and 
managing industries on a co-operative or profit sharing 
plan, and said that the chief trouble in conducting such a 
business is that both plans have some weak features which 
interfere with the prosperity of the enterprise in the ma- 
jority of cases. He said that most factories are started on 
precarious investments, and that over 60 per cent. of such 
enterprises “go to the wall.” He dwelt upon secretive- 
ness in business and showed how publicity destroys credit 
at times and ruins firms which otherwise could have se- 
cured assistance from the banks. M. V.

PAPER.—The manila jobbing houses are doing a sat- 
isfactory volume of business, owing to the pleasant spring 
weather, which has increased general retail trade. No. 2 
Manilas continue rather scarce in comparison with the 
supply of the No. 1. In regard to the price of the No. 2 
Wood Manila the general quotation is 2%4c. This figure 
has been “shaded” considerably within the past ten days 
by one of the large producers of the grade. The reported 
selling price of the concern referred to is 2.10c. This is 
admitted to be a low figure for the No. 2. Other quota- 
tions heard of this week are 2.15c. and 2.20c. No. 1 Ma- 
nila is a little slow at prices ranging from 2%c. to 2%e. 
Some of the jobbers are offering No. I at 2.55¢c. 
Butchers’ Manila has sagged off a little from 1.90c., owing 
to the loss of trade by the butchers, due to the high price 
of meats. Butchers’ Fibres, that have been selling by the 
mills at from 2.45c. up, are also a little weaker for the same 
reason. The sale of bags has also fallen off somewhat 
because of the popular outcry against the so-called Beef 
Combine. Rope papers are considered none too firm. In 
News paper the market is active and very firm. The 
prices range all the way from 2.30@2.45c. for rolls and 
2.35@2M%4c. for sheets, New York delivery. The supply 
for immediate shipment is very smail. No change is 
expected in the News situation much before an agreement 
in regard to the working hours of the men in the mills 
is reached. Even after that matter now in dispute is set- 
tled the manufacturers predict a continuance of the de- 
mand, which is now very strong. The current demand for 
Book papers is fully up to the average for this time of 
year. It is, however, not nearly so active as it was in 
February. All the mills are busy, but they are not sold 
ahead very far. The average asking quotations on Book 
are 2¥gc. for Machine and 2.65c. for Supers. In Writings 
there has been no change. Boards are firm and in good 


demand. Glazed papers, Cardboard and like specialties 
are very active.
